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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-4 are pending in the application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically 
the prior art of record fails to at least teach or suggest the array of m-1 multipliers, 
where each multiplier is numbered in accordance to the multiplier's order in the array, 
where each multiplier has additional inputs equal to the multipliers order number; an 
array of m-1 adders, where each adder is numbered in accordance with the adder's 
order in the array; where the adders are connected in daisy chain fashion so that the 
output of each adder is connected to the first input of the adder that immediately follows 
in the array; wherein the multiplier and adder array configurations are used to generate 
an uncorrelated pseudo-random bit sequence as recited in independent claims 1 and 3.
